In  his  communication,  Director  Pechner  set  forth  the 
chief  results  achieved  through  the  operation  of  the  CCC  program 
and  announced  that  the  Corps  v/as  ready  for  further  expansion. 

resides  henef  it  ing-' America  materially  by  "advancing 
forestry  and  park  development’  throughout  the  nation  from  10  to20 
years  and  to  the  enormous  estimated  value,  3335,000,000",  he  says 
that  "the  CCC  program  has  supplied  jobs  to  more  than  one  million 
men,  most  of  them  yo'ungs  ters  " . 

"It  is  contributing  to.  national  health  through  building 
up  , the  physical  cohditon  of  enrollees,  through  teaching  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  young  men  new  health  habits  and  sanitation  methods 
end  through  the /development  of  new  recrettionsl  arees  for  millions 
of  Americans".  • 

Fourteen  ..thousand  fellows  were  selected  at  random  from 
all  parts  of  the  ric  tion-and  it  was  found  th?  t their  weight  increased 
at  an  average  weight  gf.  in  of  6 lbs.  per  man  during  6 months  en- 
rollment.
